Point Pleasant, the birthplace of 
General Grant, while another, at the 
mouth of the Kanawha river, is rich 
in coal and oil deposits. 


Want Land or Money. 


Part of the land -was granted to 


Washington by the " British govern- 
ment as a reward for his military 
services and part of it was granted to 
him by the United States later for the 
same reason. 
The heirs who have 


brought the suit scarcely hope to re- 
cover the 
specific tracts ot land 


granted to their great forebear, since 
by an error'all the territory embraced 
In the grants has been, at one time 
and another, given to settlers. 


But In default of su-:h recovery the 


heirs expect to obtain from congress 
a sum of money equivalent, to the 
value of tho land—whether its value 
at the time of the grant to Washing- 
ton or at the present time is not 
known.

ANTI-TOXIN DISTRIBUTION. 


Dr. H'urty, Secretary of State Board 


of Health, Explains New Law. 


Indianapolis, Nov. 2.—Physicians of 


the statQ are having some trouble In 
understandl-g the law enacted by the 
last legislature which provided for 
the free distribution of anti-toxin. Dr. - 
J. "N. Hurty, secretary of the state 
board of health has received letters 
from a, number ot physicians -who 
wish, to know who will pay for the 
anti-toxin. He has answered the let- 
ters, explaining fully the provisions ot 
the law. 
Blank forms calling for anti-toxin, 


have been placed In the hands ot tha 
township trustees and health officers 
of. the state. When a physician needs 
anti-toxin and the family Is not able 
to buy it he obtains one of these 
blank forms from the trustee or 
health officer and fills it out and pre- 
sents it to a druggist. The statement 
made by the physician on the blank 
form is In effect a claim against tho 
town, city or county. 
The druggist 


retains this statement and presents 
It for payment 
If the patient sup- 


plied with anti-toxin lives outside a 
town or city tie claim la paid by tha 
county.

$34,000,000. 
Ot this amount about 


$11 000 000 went to the railway com- 
panies for shipping and Icing charges, 
and the remaining $23.000,000 to the 
growers. The total number ot cars 
shipped this year was about 2,000 
more than last year. This does not 
represent the actual difference, how- 
ever, in the amount of the two crops, 
as, owing to the scarcity of cars this 
year, every car was loaded nearly 
one-fifth heavier than previously.

Water, instead of, removing, 
frequently drives It further into such

t (« w«H to rub the fingers and bucks 
if the hands with cream. The nat-

working 


rJIl help to t«k« thejfl lotions Into 
b* port*, and thus a softening and 


whitening agent. Is constantly at. work. 
To rub sweet almond oil on the skin 
and then dust the hands with pow- 
dered French chalk makes one of the 
beat combinations that can bo used. 


To keep her hands free from dust, 


must be the unceasing 
effort 
of a 


woman who does her own housework. 
When she is unable to avoid getting 
dirt in the pores it behooves her to 
know how to cleanse the flesh with- 
out coarsening it. Cold cream or any 
kind o£ grease will take out the dirt. 


Before washing the hands a lump 


of the grease should he put Into the

No laundry 
soap, however harmless It may be to 
clothes, is suited to the skin.

too strong and the acids and alkalis 
dry out the natural oils from tho flesh. 
For this reason it. should be washed 
out. and following there should be a 
wiping over with cold cream. Do not 
think there will be the slightest indi- 
cation of grease left on the hands, for 
It, will be in the pores, nol on the sur- 
face. 


Always before going to bed cold

TASTY RECIPES FOR 


AMATEUR COOKS' USE 


Vegetable Soup. 


The ingredients called for are two 


cupfuls of white turnip cut In cubes, 
one cupful of carrots, two cupfuls of 
potatoes, one large onion, one-half cut* 
of leeks, n clove of garlic, two tomv 
toes, a tablospoonful of salt, three 
tablespoonfuls of butter or nlc» drip- 
pings, n tcaspoonful of sugar, 
and 


pepper to season. Cut the onions-fins 
and cook slowly In the drippings for 
one-half hour. Then put into a kettle 
with two quarts of boiling water and 
the carrots and cook half an hour 
longer. 
Add the turnips, potatoes, 


tomatoes and seasonings with a little 
parsley If you have it and cook one 
hour. 
Then serve hot. If you .have 


any meat trimmings or bones they 
may be added with distinct advan- 
tage, though the soup Is excellent 
without any suggestion of meat. 


Cream Vegetable Soup. 


A delicious cream vegetable soup 


is' made by rubbing a portion of thn 
vegetable soup through a puree sieve, 
then adding salt, nnd milk to taste. 
lA't It .ius! come to the boiling point 
and serve with croutons. 


Cream of Tomato Soup. 


Put on to boil in n porcelain kettle 


one quart, can'.of tomatoes or Its 
equivalent, in fresh 
ones. 
Add a 


ablespoonful of salt, a bay leaf, and 
white pepper to season. 
Cook until 


soft, then strain. 
Put. into a small 


.aucepan a tablespoonful of butter 
and when hot .add one tablespoonful 
of minced onion and one tablespoon- 
ul of corn starch. Stir until blended. 
hen pour in some of the soup antl 
cook 
until 
smooth 
and 
thickened. 


Add this to the kettle of tomato, stir 
n well, cook ten minutes, then add 
one quart ot milk that, has been 
leafed just to the boiling point. 
If 


the tomato is very acid, stir in a salt- 
spoonful of soda before adding the 
milk. 
Season with more salt, and 


pepper if necessary and serve at 
once with croutons.

Remarkable' Tropical 


Birds. 


Bell-Bird. 


Two curiously-remarkable birds are the 


Umbrella-bird and th* Bell-bird. 
The 


former Is found along the oiipef -Amazon 
River and has Its home It the highest 
tree-tops. Its food consists tf wild fruits 
ind berrl*». It derives .-lt» name from a. 
peculiar head-dress . In the shape of a 
large, flat-topped, slightly drooping creit 
of soft'feathers that completely shade Its 
face. From Its throat a long lappet of 
feathers drops nearly to Its feet. 


The Bell-bird, whose name doubtless 


arises from Ita bell-like note, (though some 
say it's note Mounds strangely like the 
sound of ft blacksmith's hammer on the 
anvil, sharp and ringing clear) la a most 
Interesting bird to study. There are, fonr 
species o? the Bell-bird, three of which 
hnve snow-white feathered males with, 
naked face* . of' a vivid • color. A curiods 
gristle-growth, or formation, thinly cov- 
ered with feathers hangs from the blrd> 
forehead, and during times of. excitement 
this pendulous growth rise's atlfflT ertct 
ns Is shown In the accompanying pic- 
ture..

walls, and left Its spray aj glittering 
gems shining a gladsome welcome to 
all who approach the heavenly capi- 
tal. 


But there is another facb 
about 


those walls of heaven you must not 
overlook. The length and the breadth 
and t-he height of them are equal. 
What does St. John mean when he 
says the height is the same as the 
length and the width? Does he mean 
that the walls are as he says, a hun- 
dred and forty-four cubits 
high (a 


multiple of twelve)? 
Oh. no. 
This 


apocalypse has a figurative interpre- 
tation. 
It means that the walls of 


heaven are so high that none of the 
meannesses or contemptibllitles, or 
evil thoughts, or sins of earth can 
ever overleap them. It means that 
the walls of heaven are so high that 
when we- once enter Into heaven, all 


life." 
Room In the many mansions 


house. 
And "the 


the evil desires of our lower natures 
shall cease and we shall stand before 


'hrist, perfect as he Is perfect, pure 
as he IB pure, holy as 
he is holy. 


When you pass through those gates of 
pearl, you will never again be tempt- 
ed to be selfls.h; never again be tempt- 
ed to speak a.harsh word against your 
neighbors: never again be tempted to 
do what you ought not to do, or to 
leave undone those things which you 
ought to do. Then all bitterness, all 
envy, all hate, all evil desires shall 
forever nass away. Speed that day, 
0 most merciful Father, when I shall 
awake in thy glory and my sinful na- 
ture shall be cleansed and purified! 


But the most blessed thing to me 


about this text I have not yet dwelt 
upon. 
That is the breadth 
of the 


walls. We are not told, but I think 
they are very broad. 
When I talk 


about the width of the walls, I think 
there Is a hidden meaning. If some 
one should say. "Why are those walls 
thick?" most would answer, "To give 
them strength." That is true. But I 
do not believe that is the true mean- 
ing. 
Those walls of the ancient cities 


were used for the most pleasurable of 
purposes. Upon the tops of thc!r city 
walls, the old Babylonish inhabitants 
used to drive. There the citizens of 
most of the eastern cities 
used to 


build many of their houses. 
Do you 


not remember how Rahab had her 
house built upon the top of a city 
wall, where the Hebrew spies visited 
her? 
And there upon the hot sum- 


mer evenings, the people used 
to 


gather upon the city walls to catch 
the cool breezes from the mountains. 
Upon the city walls those who were 
expecting their friends to come to 
visit them would assemble and watch 


the approaching cavalcades. 
Thus, 


when I think of the broad walls of 
heaven, I always think of them as 
crowded with our dear omas. There 
they are, watching and waiting. Every 
little while, methlnks I can hear some 
of them say, "Do you see him com- 
ing?- Do you see my boy? 
Do you 


see my brother? Do you see my hus- 
band, or wife, or sister? 
It is surely 


time for them to be coming along. 
Oh, we have waited for them so Ions: 
do you think we are waiting in vain?" 
Oh, the broad walls of heaven! The 
crowded walls of heaven! 
Oh, the 


multitudes of dear ones who are to- 
day upon the walls are watching and 
waiting for oiir arrival. 
While the 


multitudes of our dear ones are watch- 
ing for us from the broad walls of 
heaven, every one of the twelve gaies 
of pearl is standing wide open. When 
I used to think about these twelve 
gates of pearl. I always thought of 
the angelic watchmen closing them nt 
nightfall. 
But St. John In bis apo- 


calypse declares there is no darkness 
in heaven. He also distinctly affirms. 
"The gates of it shall not be shut at 
all, for there shall be no night, there." 
What 
does this 
mean'.' Why. 
it 


moans that God Is keeping tho pearly 
gates wide open for all to enter who 
will. He is keeping those gates open 
now. 
Are we prepared to enter them?

But there is another 
fact which 


ought to impress you about the wall 
of heaven, and that is—it has twelve 
swinging gates, and they are all' gates 
of pearl.

What do all these gates stand for? 
They mean that God has an unlimited 
number of ways for us to get into 
heaven. It does not matter what gate 
we enter by, as long as

through a gate sprinkled with Christ's 
blood. And yet there are some people 
go blinded by sectarian bigotry that 
they think no soul 
can

heavett except through one gate, and 
that the narrow w»y of their own 
cnurch door.

Some time ago, I was

along this line In my prayer-meeting 
room. 
When I had finished and 


thrown open the service for general 
discussion, a gentleman 
arose and 


spoke-as follows: "I am a Congre- 
gational minister. I am glad to hear 
your pastor call attention to the fact 
that the walls of heaven have twelve 
gates. I am glad that I, as a member 
of a different Christian denomination, 
can meet and ting and pray with you 
tonight ^ Christ said, 'Other sheep I 
have which are not of this 
fold.' 


There are many churche*, many folds, 
but we all follow the one Divine Shep- 
herd. Once the sectarian walls were 
built so 
high 
that 
the 
different 


churches could not see 
over them. 


Then time passed on and they were 
lowered a lltt)o, so that the members 
of the different churches could throw 
brlck-baU at one another. But, thank 
God, tonight those walls are lowered 
«o that we can reach over them and 
grasp each other's hands as Christian 
brothers." 
"Am«n!" I «ald to that. But while 


my brother minister was talking, I 
kept asking" myself 
this 
question: 


Have those sectarian walls been low- 
ered so much everywhere that all 
churches have ceased to throw brick- 
bats-at each other?"

For when that day-comes Lutheran, 
Episcopalian, Presbyterian, Methodist, 
Baptist, Congregatlonallst, and all who 
worship Christ In spirit and In truth 
will clasp hands In Christian love. 
In that day there will not be five or 
six different churches fighting each 
other in one little village of five hun- 
dred Inhabitants. There are twelve 
gates to the walls of heaven; and all 
those gates are of pearl. 


Jeweled Foundation*. 


But I want you to study the gor- 


geousness of those glittering walls of 
heaven, as well as the twelve gates 
of pearl. Those walls are not made 
of common stones, as are the walls 
of the east. Those stones of the walls 
ot the eastern cities were not selected 
for 
their 
beauty, 
but for their 


strength. We can see from the ruins 
of the old Chinese walls and of the 
Roman walls in the northern part of 
England which were built to keep out 
the Plcts tnd the Scots, that they 
were not built of beautiful stones. The 
stones were lifted out of the quarries 
and placed there to resist armies and 
to last for centuries, 
heaven are not only 


The walls of 
strong walls; 


but they. are built out of the most 
beautiful "of precious stones. Where- 
over you examine them, their brilliant 
surfaces gleam with myriads of flash- 
ing lights." Never did rainbow in the 
sky have such wonderful mixture ot 
colors as those to be found among the 
precious stones which are built into 
the walls of heaven. 
There in apo- 


calyptic vision St. John saw the Jas- 
per, the sapphire, the chalcedony, the 
emerald, the sardonyx, .the 
sardlus, 


the chrysolite, the beryl, the topaz, 
the chrysoprase, the jacinth and the 
amethyst. 
Oh, the beauty, the ex- 


uberance, the infinite variety of the 
colors of the precious stones of the 
walls of heaven! ,Why were those 
stones set in the walls of the New 
Jerusalem? 
To teach us that when 


an immortal soul passes through one 
of the gates of pearl, he finds that 
the wealth of heaven is so inexhausti- 
ble that every soul is fully satisfied, 
and every element of its nature has 
abundant gratification. From this we 
understand what the bible means by 
"the beauty of holiness." 


Supposing we should today drive up 


to one of the great walled-in cities of 
the east. If the setting sun striking 
its light upon Its walls turned them 
Into a naming mountain of light, and 
as we approached 'those 
walls 
we 


found them a mass of precious stones 
and the gates of the city of pearl, 
what would we say? Why, we would 
exclaim: "At last we have reached a 
city whoro" wealth does not consist 
in gold and gems, for here they are 
of no more account than to be user!

In this month of ThanksRiving, 


this story of a great service Is timely, 
recalling to us gratitude for national 
mercies by renewed consecration. 
The vale of Shechem was as a vast 
cathedral for the Israelites, with Its 
mountains on 
either 
side—Mount 


Gerlzm on ond Ride, and Mount Ebal 
on the other. It had been appointed 
by Moses, who in his farewell address 
charged 
the Israelites that after 


crossing the Jordan they should set 
up an altar at Shechem and offer 
sacrifices 
and plaster stones and 


write upon them the words of God's 
law. 
It was his command also that the 


whole law should be read to the peo- 
ple seated upon the mountains, and 
that they should respond to the read- 
Ing with blessings for those who 
should keep the law, and cursings for 
those who -should disobey it. This 
gathering was not possible until after 
the victory at AI. Then it was held 
as a most solemn and impressive oc- 
casion to prepare the people for the 
conquest of the land. 


Twenty-five years have passed, and 


again Joshua has called a convocation 
at Shechem: this time for the princes 
and judges and elders and officers of 
the tribes of Israel. It is to be a 
"men's meeting" on a large scale. 
The land having been allotted, the 
homes are too far distant to admit ot 
the coming of the women and chil- 
dren, or even of all of the men. 
Joshua would make it an official meet- 
ing authoritative In character. 
It 


was to be the occasion ot his last ad- 
dross for he was now one hundred 
and ten years old, and knew that the 
hour ot his departure was at hand. 
Alas! he had discovered plague spots 
of Idolatry among God's people, who 
In secret In the privacy o.[ their tents 
worshiped idols, while In the open 
they worshiped tho trim God. 


Renewed Coniecration. 


Joshua had a radical euro for this.' 


The' calling together ot the officials in 
the sacred vale was tho first step. 
Then he recounted to them how their 
father Abraham had been called by 
God to come out from among Idol 
worshipers that from 
him might 


spring a God-fearing nation, and how 
from then until now he had delivered 
them from famine, from slavery and 
from other perils until ho had brought 
them to the good land and large, 
which he had given to them for their 
very, own. 
And then Joshua called 


upon them to put away the Idol gods 
and serve only Jehovah the true God. 
And the men of the assembly an- 
swered: "Far be It from us that wo 
should forsake Jehovah, and serve 
other gods." And Joshua said: 
As 


for mo and my house, we will serve 
Jehovah." 
And they replied: 
We 


also will serve Jehovah, for he is our 
God." 
And Joshua said: "If ye for- 


sake him and serve other gods, he 
will do you evil and consume you." 
And the men responded In stronger, 
firmer tones .than before: "Nay, but 
we will serve Jehovah." And Joshua, 
to make It sure, put their vow In 
writing. He wrote It even upon the 
book of the law itself, to be placed 
beside the holy ark of the covenant, 


when he said, "I beseech you, there- 
'ore, by the mercies of God. that ye 
present your bodies a living sacrifice" 
(Rom. 
12:1). 
"Despisest thou the 


riches of his goodness and forbear- 
ance and longsufferlng, not knowing 
:hat the goodness of God leadeth 
:hee to repentance?" (Rom. 2: 4).

Then, to make the keeping of the 


promise still more sure, Joshua took 
a great stone, and set It up as a mon- 
ument there In the valley of Shechem, 
that It might be a sign and witness 
against them if they did not keep 
their promise to put away all Idols, 
and serve only the true God. Then 
tho gathering was dismissed, and 
shortly after Joshua died and was 
buried in: the hill country of JSphralm, 
the portion of the land In which he 
had dwelt. . When the Judges, the 
elders and the officers returned ' to 
their homes there was undoubtedly a 
great destruction of hidden idols, for 
it Is recorded that "all Israel served 
Jehovah all the days of the elders 
that outlived Joshua." 


The Promises Contingent. 


Now therefore fear Jehovah and 


serve him. "Therefore" connects this 
great conclusion with its promises, 
the many mercies of God In Israel, to 
the day when God called Abraham 
from the landf.of idols (veraes 3-18) 
to found a nation he could use to 
save the world. So in this Thanks- 
giving month we recall not only a 
year of family mercies, but also na- 
tional blessings from the discovery of 
America by Columbus, cross In hand 
and the landing of the Pilgrims 
There arc many providential victories 
in history of which th« thoughtfu 
man is bound to say. as did Joshua in 
like case, "Not with thy sworrl nor 
with thy bow," (verse 12.) Paul was 
using an 
argument like Joshua's 


memories" when it conies 
and such 
•- 


Strong Memories 


when It comes to debts: mercies take 
so much less tenacious hold of our 
memories than grudges: that adversi- 
ty drives us to God oftener than pros- 
perity. That is why Isaiah puts afflc- 
ttons In a list of God's loving kind- 
nesses. Surely in this month when 
we review tho year and recall God's 
gifts of day nnd night, of Joy and sor- 
row, we should come to such a "valley 
of 
decision" as 
Israel 
found 
at 


Shechem. 
Mercies demand that not 


our memories alone, but 
our wills 


shall act. Therefore fear the Lord 
and servo him. 


Put away the 
gods 
which your 


fathers served. 
This connects with 


tho exhortation to serve God In sin- 
cerity and In truth. That means the 
same as 
the 
hymn 
"true-hearted, 


whole-hearted." Many in Israel were 
worshiping God publicly, and 
Idols 


privately, like Rachel, In whoso camel 
saddle hidden idols were found. How 
amazing this reference to Idols only 
twenty-five yoars after the miraculous 
entrance Into Palestine! 
Indeed, It 


s the puzzlo of Hebrew history, tho 
propensity Israel showed to turn from 
.heir God of might to potty Images. 


Universal Idolatry. 


They had hidden gods In Egypt, and 


cvon moulded a golden calf for wor- 
ship In tho shadows of Slnal. 
But 


who of modern peoples shall cast the 
stone at them? Surely not awakening 
Japan, where manufactured gods and 
whirring dynamos Jostle each other. 
Not Italy, where thousands look to the 
alleged bones of saints for the healing 
of their diseases. And not any Amer- 
ican who is afraid of Friday or of 
thirteen. 
Joshua's 
command, trans- 


lated for twentieth century Europe 
and America, Is: "Put away your su- 
perstitions." 
A young 
fellow 
who 


cherished that absurd 
superstition 


that opening the bible at random will 
bring a special message from God, 
opened one day to the words, "Cast 
thyself down, for 
It is written, he 


shall give his angels 
charge 
over 


thee." Not pausing to note that this 
was a temptation of the devil that 
Christ put aside, he straightway leap- 
ed from his second story window. Dur- 
ing the fourteen days that his bruises 
kept him abed, let us hope he found 
in his experience a "therefore" for 
putting away at least that one of his 
superstitions. Those respectable idols 
that some are called to put away—for 
whatever takes a higher place in our 
hearts than God Is an idol—are Famo 
,nd Wealth 
and 
Pleasure. 
"Take 


good heed therefore unto yourselves 
hat ye love the Lord your God." In 
is all there are mixed motives, but 
we have put away Idols If we can hon- 
istly say that God's law is dom*ant, 
and other Interests are subordinate to 
him as the real King ot our lives. 


A Call to Action. 


Choose ye this day whom ye will 


jerve. This is the very soul of the 
esson—a clarion call to every human 


Jould silence. 
During the persecu- 


;Ions of "Bloody Mary" in England, a 
Christian woman was called before 
Bishop Bonner, who threatened that 
if she did not renounce her Protestant 
faith he would take 
away her hus- 


band. She replied, "Christ'ls my hus- 
band." "I will take away thy child."
